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SLOWPOKE AT THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 


“Slowpoke,” in the parlance of nuclear 
physicists, means “safe, low-power critical 
experiment.” Specifically, it refers to a 
nuclear reactor of original design by 
Atomic Energy of Canada, intended for use 
in institutions like universities and safe 
enough to be operated with a minimum of 
supervision and without danger to the 
environment. 

The University of Alberta Slowpoke 
reactor facility, housed in the Faculty of 
Pharmacy and Pharmaceutical Sciences, 
was officially opened in a ceremony last 
Saturday, 22 April, although it has been 
in operation since last fall. The facility cost 
$250,000 and was funded through the National 
Research Council of Canada and the 3AU 
Fund. It is the fourth in a Canadian university 
and the only one in Western Canada. 

The Slowpoke reactor contains about two 
pounds of Uranium-235 inside a sealed 
vessel, which in turn is immersed in twenty 
feet of water. The water acts as a radiation 
shield and cannot become contaminated. 
This small amount of Uranium-235 is much 
less than the critical mass (the smallest 
amount of the material that will sustain a 
nuclear chain reaction), so there is no danger 
of explosion. Moreover, the reactor does not 
produce plutonium as it operates, so there 
is no disposal problem; plutonium is a 
radiological poison, used in nuclear 
weapons and produced artificially in some 
reactors by neutron bombardment of uranium. 

The nuclear reaction in Slowpoke is made 
self-sustaining, or critical, by surrounding 
the uranium with beryllium. The reaction 
can be stopped at any time by inserting a 
cadmium rod into the core of the reactor. 
The reaction produces a dense flux of 
neutrons which are capable of making many 
substances radioactive. Access to this flux 
is obtained by six tubes extending into 
the heart of the reactor. Small capsules 
containing material to be irradiated are blown 
‘into these tubes by compressed air and 
blown out again after a suitable interval 
so that they can be analyzed or their 
radioactivity used. 

The University uses a considerable quantity 
of radioactive materials, but it has been at 
a disadvantage because of its distance from 
the usual sources of supply and thus had 
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difficulty obtaining the short-lived 
radionuclides that are useful for many 
aspects of research. With the Slowpoke 
reactor, a number of radionuclides can be 
made as they are needed and experiments 
can be done on them as soon as they are 
produced. 

Fluorine, for example, an 
element that combines readily with other 
chemicals, is vital to several experiments 
conducted in the Faculty of Pharmacy and 
Pharmaceutical Sciences. Because radioactive 
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fluorine has a half-life of a little less than 
two hours, it must be used quickly; this also 
means that it gives off reduced radiation to 
patients on whom it may be used, because 
the radioactivity quickly disappears. The 
fluorine locates quickly in bone, and its 
radioactivity can outline abnormal bone 
growth. Research in the Faculty of Pharmacy 
and Pharmaceutical Sciences is being done 
to combine fluorine into compounds which 
will accurately delineate tumors and thus 
help indicate the extent to which a 


cancerous growth has spread. Similar 
experiments are also being done with 
thirty-five-hour bromine, which can be 
combined with a number of anti-cancer 
drugs. This permits observation of whether 
such drugs actually do localize in tumors. 
Other medical applications include 
preparation of radioactive gold for studies 
in arthritis and radioactive phosphorus 
for studies in tooth decay. 

The capability for making a substance 
radioactive has a major application in the 
technique called activation analysis. A 
small sample of the material to be analyzed 
for its constituent elements is inserted into 
the reactor. After it is removed, the 
radiations it emits are analyzed and the 
constituents measured against the radiations 
characteristic of the radioactive elements 
produced. 

One application of this type of analysis is 
the measurement of the element selenium in 
hair and body tissues. A short irradiation 
of this element by neutrons in the reactor 
makes it radioactive with a measurable 
162 KeV gamma ray. By this method, as 
little as 0.1 micrograms of selenium can be 
detected. This element, which has a varying 
distribution across Alberta, is important 
to animals and may be essential for humans 
as well. 

A number of projects are being considered 
to study environmental elements such as 
chromium, arsenic, and molybdenum, 
which are difficult to assay by other means. 
Geological applications are also being planned 
to assay ore samples for uranium as well as 
for gold, silver, and zinc. 

In the Toronto laboratories, a unique 
application has been made of the Slowpoke 
reactor. Assay of trace elements in forensic 
science has made it possible to “fingerprint” 
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such materials as paint and hair and to 

help identify them in the courtroom. 
Experience with other reactors of this 

type is that they become very heavily used. 

It is expected that numerous applications 

by many faculties will surface here now that 

the Slowpoke facilities are in working order. 


SECONDMENT AND EXCHANGE 
PROGRAMS 


In any large institution efficiency is both 
fostered and threatened by the necessary 
categorization of the tasks and responsibilities 
of the staff of the institution. Efficiency 

in a large organization to a great extent 
depends upon the staff knowing their 
responsibilities and functioning accordingly; 
inefficiency is often the result of the 
frustration felt by an individual who is too 
closely confined to one area or who has 
ceased to appreciate fully the context within 
which he or she is working. 

Large institutions like the University 
or the government, with their attendant 
bureaucracies, are often accused of becoming 
disassociated from the larger society. 
Whether or not the claim that the University 
or the government is somehow not dealing 
with the “real” world is true even in a 
small percentage of the cases where the 
charge is laid, it is probably true that the 
problem exists at least potentially for the 
staff of any institution. Over the years 
a number of ways of dealing with the 
situation have been developed, but certainly 
allowing individuals to see how another 
system functions, letting them cope with 
new problems, and allowing them to see 
new solutions in action is an excellent 
response to the problem. 

The two programs listed below, the 
Secondment Program and the Exchange 
Program, being carried out between Alberta 
Education and the University’s Faculty 
of Education, clearly offer the staff of both 
organizations the opportunity for growth. 
Dean Worth’s rationale for the programs 
is simple and sound: “These programs offer 
us an avenue for staff development, 
and they also allow us to utilize professional 
expertise from outside the University which 
might otherwise be unavailable to us.”

Secondment Program 

Purpose 

1. To foster good working relationships 
between Alberta Education and the 
University’s Faculty of Education. 

2. To widen the knowledge, experience, and 
skills of employees in both Alberta Education 
and the Faculty of Education. 


Participants 

1. Individuals with valid teaching 
certificates employed by the University of 
Alberta, Faculty of Education. 

2. Certificated Education Consultants 
employed by Alberta Education who are 
allocated to the management classification 
plan. 

3. Participants under 1 and 2 above will 
normally have been employed by their 
respective employer for a period of not less 
than three years and have a minimum of 
five years teaching experience. 


Duration of secondment 

The participants will normally be seconded 
for a period equal to a full winter session, 
spring session, or term. The participating 
employee is expected to return to his/her 
original position or one no less favourable 
following completion of the secondment 

to fulfill a return service commitment equal 
to the duration of the secondment. 


Selection of participants 

1. The employer seeking the secondment 
will submit a description of the duties 

as well as the qualifications required to the 
other participating employer. 

2. Participants for a position in Alberta 
Education will be selected from the 
employees of the Faculty of Education. 

3. If the position is with Alberta Education, 
the Faculty of Education will submit the 
names of interested persons having, 

in the Faculty’s view, the best combination 
of teaching, academic, and consultatitive skills, 
together with a recommendation regarding 
the most suitable person(s). Alberta 
Education may select the person to be 
seconded after consideration of all names 
submitted by the Faculty. 

4. If the position is with the Faculty of 
Education, Alberta Education will submit 
the names of interested persons having in 
the Department’s view, the best combination 
of teaching, academic, and consultative skills, 
together with a recommendation regarding 
the most suitable person. The Faculty 

may select the person to be seconded after 
consideration of all names submitted 

by the Department. 


Procedures 

1. The sponsoring employer will pay gross 
salary together with the employer’s portion 
of the subsidized fringe benefits of the 
seconded employee and will invoice the 
receiving employer accordingly. 

2. Approved costs incurred by the employee 
while on secondment, will be borne by 
the receiving employer. Such costs would 
include travelling and subsistence expenses 
for a Faculty employee seconded to the 
Department or vice versa. 

3. Following the completion of the 


secondment, the receiving employer will 
complete a report on the performance of 
the seconded employee and the effectiveness 
of the secondment and advise the person 
accordingly. 

4. An employee reserves the right to 
terminate his/her secondment provided 
he/she gives one month’s advance notice to 
both the Faculty and Alberta Education. 
As a result of such a termination, the 
employee will return to a position with 
his/her employer until the expiry date of 
the secondment at which time the principle 
under Duration of Secondment will apply. 


Exchange Program 

Purpose 

1. To facilitate the exchange of Department 
of Education managers with the professional 
staff of the Faculty of Education. 

2. To provide for an enriching work 
experience for each of the participants 

and to make accessible to students and 
educators the expertise of leaders in various 
areas of Education. 


Nature of Exchange 
1. Participation will be only to the extent 
that there can be a one-for-one exchange 
of Education personnel between the 
Department and the Faculty. 
2. The exchange will normally be for the 
period 1 September to the following 30 June. 
3. The personnel exchange may not necessarily 
be between persons of similar kinds of 
expertise. 
Conditions of exchange 
1. Each jurisdiction will continue to pay 
the salary and fringe benefits of its 
employee; only authorized travelling and 
subsistence costs will be paid by the 
receiving jurisdiction. 
2. Alberta Education personnel eligible for 
exchange shall be full-time permanent staff 
classified as managers and holders of an 
Alberta teaching certificate or who are 
eligible for one. 
3. University personnel shall be full-time 
professorial staff who are holders of an 
Alberta teaching certificate or who are 
eligible for one. 
4. The Deputy Minister and the Dean of 
the Faculty of Education must approve the 
names of those who are to be exchanged. 
Selection of participants 
1. Each jurisdiction will determine who 
among its staff is interested in an exchange. 
2. Those expressing an interest must receive 
approval of his/her Dean/Deputy Minister. 
3. Once approval has been obtained, the 
names and résumés of those interested 
will be forwarded to the receiving 
jurisdiction. Résumés should show: 

i. work and teaching experience of the 

exchange candidate 
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ii. educational background 

iii. significant accomplishments 

iv. area of interest and future work 
experience desired. 


Procedures 

1. The Deputy Minister and the Dean will 
acknowledge receipt of the names and 
résumés. 

2. Having regard for the particular 
expertise required by each jurisdiction, the 
Deputy Minister and the Dean will negotiate 
the specific exchange. 

3. Agreement having been reached in 2 
above, the Deputy Minister or his designee 
will advise each University exchange person 
in writing and similarly the Dean or his 
designee will advise each Alberta Education 
exchange person in writing regarding 
specific duties, commencement date, 
conditions of exchange, and contact persons 
with each advising the other by copy of 

the offer letter. 

4. Each exchange participant will advise 
appropriate administrative personnel so that 
mailing addresses, salary cheques, and other 
matters can be handled without undue 
interruption. 


BUILDING AND PERSONNEL 
SECURITY 


The following memorandum was circulated on 
14 April to members of the Faculty of Arts 
by W.A. Blanchard, the Associate Dean. The 
suggestions made in the memorandum, 
however, should be considered by anyone 
who has reason to work on campus after 
regular hours. 


There have been several serious incidents 

of attacks on personnel on campus in the 
last little while, the most recent occurring this 
week in the Humanities Centre. 

I have discussed this matter with Campus 
Security. They have offered to provide 
some increase in patrols in the most recently 
affected area but they cannot, with the 
limited staff available, provide anything like 
full security. 

They have, however, made several 
suggestions about ways in which individuals 
can increase their own personal security. If 
individuals are working in one our buildings 
outside of regular office hours, they should: 
1. Avoid being isolated in an area. If at all 
possible they should arrange to have someone 
else working with them or in the general 
vicinity. 

2. Before beginning work during off-hours, 
individuals should check the general 
security of the area in which they are 
working. Doors that are supposed to be 
locked should be checked to be sure that 
they are in fact locked. 


3. Before beginning work they should call 
5252 to alert Campus Security that they 
are working in a particular area. Campus 
Security will provide an extra check on the 
security of that area in a short period of time. 
4. They should call Campus Security 
about fifteen or twenty minutes prior to 
leaving the office or study area. Campus 
Security will then provide an escort to the 
individual’s car or bus or on-campus residence. 
I don’t want to be unduly alarming or 
suggest that we are faced with an 
epidemic of assaults. However, I do feel 
that we can reduce the incidence of such 
events if each individual were to take some 
precautions such as those suggested above.

Duplicating Program Pricing Structure 
During the past year, a review by Printing 
Services of the photocopying/duplicating 
situation on campus has been continuing. 
The Duplicating Program Pricing Structure 
announced last year was intended to 
provide a copying service to the University 
at the most economical cost. To continue this 
policy, the pricing structure as of 1 May 
for 8% x 11/twenty pound black ink/ 
camera-ready copy is: 

One side—25 cents per master plus one 

cent per impression; 

Second side—25 cents per master plus 

% cent per impression. 
It should be noted that for second-side 
duplicating under fifty copies, a 25 cent 
handling charge per master will be added. 
Collating and corner stapling is included 
in these prices for jobs containing up to 
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ten sheets (maximum twenty masters) and 
1,500 copies. Service and turn-around is 
based on a three hour inplant processing 
time plus campus mail pick-up and delivery 
for the basic ten sheet/1,500 copies. 

As an extension of printing services, the 
coordination of all copying requirements 
will be controlled by a group headed by 
Dan Mazeppa. This reprographics group 
monitors the campus copying needs and has 
information on most photocopying equipment. 
It is to the advantage of the University 
as a whole to deal with suppliers on an 
institutional basis rather than on a 
departmental basis. Administration of all 
contracts will be handled by the 
reprographics group in conjunction with 
Purchasing. Data is gathered on a monthly 
basis for each item of copying equipment on 
campus, and a consultation service is offered 
on request to anyone interested in 
reviewing their own copying situation. For 
further information contact Dan Mazeppa, 
telephone 432-4246.
